Rise Community Development is in the final design stage for our redevelopment of the former
YMCA building located at 2001 Edison Avenue, and we will begin our closing process with the
investors, lenders and illinois Housing Development Authority in earnest this month, with a
targeted financial closing date in late February 2019.

As we complete our design decisions, our General Contractor, Altman-Charter, has been
assessing the site conditions and planning for access during the construction period. They have
requested street access in front of the building on 20" St., shutting down the traffic lanes from
Delmar to Edison, as well as the parking lane along the Edison side of the building. This will allow
equipment and personnel ready access to the site at all times. Altman-Charter will erect a fence
for security purposes, and will park their construction trailer on 20™ St. within the fence line. The
contractor also seeks to fence the entire alley along the rear building line.

We will communicate our needs with the neighboring church, where an easement exists to
provide both properties with alley access, as well as with the owners of the property located at
2019 Edison Ave. We will ensure they have access to their buildings and will seek to minimize any
interruptions. We will remain in contact with our neighbors throughout construction to address
any concerns that may arise.

To acquire in its name, or in the name of the STATE if on the STATE highway system, all right-of-way necessary for this project in
accordance with the requirements of Titles Il and 11l of the Uniform Relocation Assistance and Real Property Acquisition Policies Act
of 1970, and established State policies and procedures. Prior to advertising for bids, the LPA shall certify to the STATE that all
requirements of Titles I and Il of said Uniform Act have been satisfied. The disposition of encroachments, if any, will be
cooperatively determined by representatives of the LPA, and the STATE and the FHWA, if required.

To provide for all utility adjustments, and to regulate the use of the right-of-way of this improvement by utilities, public and private, in
accordance with the current Utility Accommodation Policy for Local Agency Highway and Street Systems.

Failure to follow this process may result
in the immediate close-out of the project and loss of further funding.

AN ORDINANCE ESTABLISHING ONE HANDICAPPED PARKING
SPACE FOR TWO YEARS AT 2459 STATE STREET, WITHIN
THE CITY OF GRANITE CITY, ILLINOIS

WHEREAS, Sections 10.34.190 through 10.34.200 of the Granite City Municipal Code provide
for the establishment of vehicular parking spaces for the use of physically handicapped persons or
disabled veterans; and

WHEREAS, it is the recommendation of a Committee of the City Council that certain
handicapped spaces be designated by the City Council.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF
GRANITE CITY MADISON COUNTY, ILLINOIS, AS FOLLOWS:

Section 1: There is hereby designated one handicapped parking space at 2459 State Street,
within the City of Granite City, Illinois, per Granite City Municipal Code Sections 10.34.190 and
10.34.195, as now or as hereafter amended. It is hereby declared unlawful to park any motor vehicle in
said handicapped parking space, which is not bearing registration plates or decals issued by a Secretary of
State designating the vehicle is operated by or for a handicapped or disabled person.

SECTION 2: The Public Works Department for the City of Granite City shall clearly mark and
identify the said handicapped parking space by erecting and maintaining one or more disabled parking
signs, in a form approved by the Department of Transportation, at said handicapped parking space
designating said parking restriction.

SECTION 3: It shall hereby be illegal for any person, firm, corporation, agent, association, or
employee to park any motor vehicle at any time in violaﬁon of the reservation and restriction created
herein. Any person, firm, corporation, agent, association or employee who violates any provision of this
ordinance shall be subject to a fine as provided by Section 10.34.200 of the Municipal Code, as now or as
hereafter amended. A separate offense shall be deemed committed on each day during or on which a
violation occurs or continues.

SECTION 4: The terms of any ordinances or provisions thereof in conflict herewith are hereby
repealed.

SECTION §: This Ordinance shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage and
approval. This Ordinance shall sunset and expire without further action by the Granite City City Council,
and be without force and effect, as of December 18, 2020. This Ordinance may be published in pamphlet
form by the City Clerk.

MUNICIPAL CODE, TITLE 12 STREETS, SIDEWALKS
AND PUBLIC PLACES, CHAPTER 12.04, GENERAL PROVISIONS,
SECTION 12.04.070 REPAIRS

WHEREAS, Granite City is a home rule unit pursuant to Article 7, Section 6, of the
Illinois State Constitution of 1970; and

WHEREAS, Section 12.04.070 governs repairs to all public streets, alleys and sidewalk
pavement; and

WHEREAS, Ordinance 7829, dated June 7, 2005, requires public utilities to apply for a
permit before digging or excavating; and

WHEREAS, it has been determined there have been instances where repairs to public
streets, alleys and sidewalk pavement have been made and the citizens of Granite City would
have been better served had specific standards for pavement repair and patching been in effect
and all underground electric cable first located by-the local contractor; and

WHEREAS, the Building and Zoning Department and the City Engineers believe it is in
the best interest of the City of Granite City to amend Section 12.04.070 of the Municipal Code to
add detailed schematics regarding the required concrete patch technique to be enforced by the
City and to clearly require contractors to locate underground cable and conduit.

WHEREAS, it is believed the proposed Amendment will result in an improved street
patch that will not settle over time and will match the color of the surrounding surface area; and

NOW, THEREFORE,be it hereby ordained and decreed by the Granite City City Council

as follows:

Section 12.04.00 of the Granite City Municipal Code is hereby amended as follows:



12.04.070 Repairs.

A. All public streets, alleys, and sidewalk pavement shall be kept in good repair. Such
repair work whether done by the city, erby the abutting owner, or a third party
contractor, shall be done under the supervision of the superintendent of streets and
public improvements and in accordance with the attached Concrete Patch Detail for
street, alley or sidewalk pavement repair provided by the City of Granite City,
Building and Zoning Department. _All repairs shall be placed full depth and flush
with the existing surface whether it be concrete, bituminous or oil and chip surface.
All repairs or patches shall be stained to match the existing surrounding surface.

B. Before excavating, digging or trenching within one hundred feet of any electric traffic
signal or City-maintained street lights., any person, firm. contractor, utility or
individual so excavating, digging or trenching shall first apply for and obtain a permit
from the Building and Zoning Administrator. The applicant shall demonstrate to the
Building and Zoning Administrator the applicant has successfully determined that the
exact location of all underground electric cables and electric conductors within five
(5) feet of any proposed excavating, trenching or digging. In the event electric cable
or electric conductors are damaged during or as a result of any dig, excavation, or
trenching, the permit applicant shall replace the entire length of cable or conductor, to
the satisfaction of the Building and Zoning Administrator. Splicing below grade will
not be permitted.

NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council of the City of Granite
City finds the Amendment to Section 12.04.070 of the Municipal Code shall take effect upon
passage, and may be published in pamphlet form by the City Clerk.
